CHALLEDON, OUR CHALLEDON: A 
mighty Thoroughbred, perhaps more beloved by 
the masses than any other Maryland-bred in his¬ 
tory, died a-runnin’ Friday, January 10. Challe- 
don, whose exploits inspired men to song, fatally 
injured himself at Gallaher Farm, Lexington, 
Kentucky, his home since his retirement to stud 
in 1943 . Farm attendants theorized the 22-year- 
old stallion snapped his left foreleg and pelvis 
while frolicking in his paddock. He died before 
veterinary assistance could reach him. 

Challedon sired the winners of 1,105 races 
and approximately $3,500,000 but never did 
he reproduce the brilliance that was his on the 
racetrack. In 1939 B.C. (before Citation), 
Eddie Arcaro declared Challedon to be the best 
colt he had ever ridden. This appraisal was made 
after the Maryland-bred defeated * Kayak II in 
the Pimlico Special, earning him the first of his 
two coronations as Horse of the Year. 

When, in the same year, the bay son of * Chal¬ 
lenger II-Laura Gal, by *Sir Gallahad III, estab¬ 
lished a new world record of 1:54 3/5 for a 
mile and three-sixteenths (since lowered) at 
Keeneland, the immortal George Woolf said 
of him: 'This is the greatest horse I have ever 
seen.” 

Challedon was foaled in 1936 at William 
Leavitt Brann’s Glade Valley Farm, Walkers- 
ville, near Frederick. Louis Schaefer, who rode 
Display in most of his races, and won the 1929 
Preakness aboard Dr. Freeland, succeeded Royal 
Roberts as the Brann trainer and it was to this 
able young trainer that Challedon s care was 
committed. (Later in his career Challedon was 
to be placed in G. Don [Count Fleet] Cameron’s 
charge, and still later with E. A. [Gallorette] 
Christmas.) At Delaware Park in June, 1938, 
Schaefer confided to his friends that he had a 
slow-developing two-year-old that had the mark 
of a good one. Challedon made his first start on 
July 6 but it was not until late in the fall that 
Schaefer’s optimism was shared by the cog¬ 
noscenti. His two-year-old campaign was brief; 
but he closed it by making a sweep of the New 
England, Maryland and Pimlico Futurities, con¬ 
cluding the season with earnings of $67,700, 
which were second only to the unbeaten El Chico. 

A plain but strong bay, with a speck of white 
between his eyes, Challedon wintered at the old 
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Bennings course in the District of Columbia, 
where the going was deep and very heavy in 
rough weather. He remained at Bennings until 
ten days before the first start of his sophomore 
campaign, at Havre de Grace. Johnstown, 
trained by Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, beat Challe¬ 
don in the Kentucky Derby. The Belair-bred 
won by eight, with Challedon second after los¬ 
ing ground in the stretch. Experience gained 
on the deep Bennings strip paid off at Pimlico 
where mud and a Preakness victory awaited 
Challedon. From that point, he was on his way, 
winning the Classic, Narragansett and Pimlico 
Specials, Havre de Grace, Yankee and Mary¬ 
land Handicaps. In the course of the same year, 
he became the first three-year-old to win the 
Hawthorne Gold Cup. Besides being the best 
horse in training, his earnings of $184,535 
gained him recognition as the leading money- 
winner of the year 1939. 

At four Challedon never was unplaced, win¬ 
ning five of seven races, including the Holly¬ 
wood Gold Cup ( 133 pounds), Whitney Stakes, 
Pimlico Special, and Havre de Grace Handicap. 
Once again he was acclaimed Horse of the Year. 
The following season he started three times be¬ 
fore being forced on the sidelines with a quarter- 
crack. From that point, Challedon appeared un¬ 
willing to extend himself and while he did win 
the Philadelphia Handicap at six, he never there¬ 
after looked to be the Challedon of old, when 
he repeatedly carried high weights and met all 
comers on all manner of tracks. 

Challedon entered retirement with a record 
of 44 starts, 20 wins, 7 seconds, 6 thirds and 
$ 334,660 which placed him sixth on the list of 
all-time money-winners. 

His Preakness victory and back-to-back 
triumphs in the Pimlico Special made him a 
national hero and a provincial super horse. His 
name was a household word in Maryland where 
he was begotten, born, broken and trained. When 
he became the first horse in history to be ac¬ 
claimed Horse of the Year twice ( 1939-1940) 
his feats were on the lips of every son of the 
Free State. Baltimore Street bus boys and mo- 
tormen on the old No. 14 Ellicott City Line 
sang his praises along with the landed gentry. 
His victories were to.asted in gatherings all over 
Baltimore.

Perhaps his greatest achievement was his vic¬ 
tory in the Hollywood Gold Cup in which he 
carried 133 pounds a mile and a quarter in 2:02, 
which, in that day, begged comparison only with 
Discovery’s Arlington Handicap victory in 2:01 
1/5 under 135 pounds. 

Challedon sired the stakes winners Donor, 
Gigantic, Ancestor, Shy Guy, Challe Anne, 
Sabaean, Mrs. Fuddy, Try On, Endon, Steven- 
hower, Gerrymander and Policeman Day. His 
best son was the durable Donor, winner of 
$367,560, 15 stakes and five other races. 

Thou shalt not cower in the dust, 
Challedon, my Challedon.

PINCERS MOVEMENT: At a Maryland 
Racing Commission meeting January 17, a de¬ 
cision was reached to advance the Bowie open¬ 
ing from February 12 to February 8 to provide 
a "cushion" against the possible loss of racing 
days due to inclement weather. The commis¬ 
sioners agreed that if no days were lost to the 
elements during the first 20 of Bowie’s allotted 
40-day meeting, four dark programs would be 
announced at intervals during the latter half of 
the session. This decision was made to insure 
the full complement of racing at Bowie, and 
not to make up any of the five days lost last De¬ 
cember at Pimlico when snow and freezing 
weather curtailed the Maryland Jockey Club’s 
meeting. 

To accommodate the latter association, the 
Commission proposed to lengthen Laurel’s meet¬ 
ing by four days and extend Pimlico’s fall term 
one day. Pimlico spokesmen, however, stated 
that they had not been advised of this proposal, 
and expressed dissatisfaction with being granted 
four days at Laurel in October which would 
place them in conflict with New Jersey’s Garden 
State Park. 

Apparently, Pimlico would prefer to take 
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its chances again with December weather and 
tack the five "carry-over’’ dates onto its Decem¬ 
ber meeting. D. Eldred Rinehart, Commission 
Chairman, when apprised of Pimlico’s displeas¬ 
ure, stated that he and his associates would take 
up the matter with Maryland Jockey Club offi¬ 
cials at the next board meeting. 

While Bowie’s opening date was advanced 
four days, the stakes schedule remains unchanged. 
The Southern Maryland track will card a $10,- 
000 overnight race for its inaugural program 
and conduct its first stakes, the Abraham Lin¬ 
coln, on Wednesday, February 12. 

The newly-constructed receiving barn-indoor 
training track at Bowie has met with popular 
approval of local horsemen, who, at last report, 
had not lost a day of training to the elements. 
Bowie will offer a program of ten stakes, high¬ 
lighted by the $100,000-added Campbell Me¬ 
morial Handicap on Saturday, March 29. The 
minimum purse again will be the highest in 
Maryland—$3,000.

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BALKING’S BLOCK: Back in 1937 at Santa 
Anita, the quick black filly Balking, carrying 
the proud cerise-and-white diamonds of Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt, scooted three furlongs in 
:33 to equal the world record established a 
year previous by her stablemate Airflame at 
the same track. The following year (1938), 
the late J. H. (Bud) Stotler saddled another 
Vanderbilt two-year-old. Galley Slave, to clip 
a fifth of a second off the world mark held 
jointly by two Sagamore-breds, Stotler, Discov¬ 
ery’s mentor, treasured the memory of these 
three world-record-time performances to his 
death. 

Twenty-one years have elapsed since Balking 
put her name in the record books, but she’s 
still racing against time. The daughter of the 
crack sprinter Balko from the Coventry mare 
Bodega, started only six times during her brief 
career, winning the Santa Barbara Juvenile 
Championship and three other races. Retired 
to the Sagamore broodmare band, she has pro¬ 
duced eleven foals, of which ten were winners, 
three won stakes, and another placed in stakes. 

Balking’s newest stakes winner is Stumbling 
Block, a black filly, three, by the Walden winner 
Stone Age. Boner, produced to the cover of Dis¬ 
covery, won the Directors’ and San Pedro Handi¬ 


caps. Sitting Duck, by Devil Diver, won the 
Rosedale Stakes, and First Refusal placed in the 
Sanford Stakes and J. E. Davidson Memorial 
Handicap. Still another of Balking’s foals is 
hard-hitting old Eagle Eye, winner of 28 races. 

Stumbling Block, her sire’s first stakes win¬ 
ner, was foaled April 13, 1955 at Sagamore. 
Last year at two she was not unplaced in four 
starts, winning one, finishing second twice and 
third once. This year she won her first two 
starts at Santa Anita, the latter being a division 
of La Centinela Stakes, fashioned for three- 
year-old fillies which have not won a stakes. 
Stumbling Block took the lead at the head of 
the stretch and held off Madam Chuck’s closing 
bid to win by a neck. She carried 119 and 
stepped the six furlongs in 1:11 2/5 on a fast 
track. The victory brought her earnings up to 
$21,887. Ray York piloted the Bill Winfrey- 
trained winner. 

FOUR FOR $155,000: Four stakes races 
carrying $155,000 in added money have been 
announced for Pimlico’s 12-day spring meeting. 
The 82nd running of the $100,000 Preakness 
on Saturday, May 17 highlights the brief sched¬ 
ule. The oldest of the Pimlico stakes, the Dixie 
Handicap, will be the first added-money event

RALEIGH BURROUGHS^ 


I ’M having the same trouble I ran into this 
time last year, but things are working out 
better. And no thanks to Station WBAL-TV, 
For those who just tuned in, the battle be¬ 
tween Burroughs and the broadcasting and tele¬ 
vision interests has been going on for some 
years, though I am not sure that the video and 
••adio tycoons are aware of it. 

Reasonably reliable statistics indicate that 
more people attend horseraces than any other 
sport that charges admission, so I have been 
demanding equal time for racing—just like 
Democrats and Republicans do—with baseball 
and basketball. 

My greatest victory to date has been in getting 
the Santa Anita Handicap on radio. My cam¬ 
paign started each season about the time Mr. 
Johnny Alessio, the public-spirited Calientean, 
sent out his annual invitation to opulence—the 
future odds-line on the Big Cap. (Now, by fiat 
of some postmaster, he isn’t allowed to do it any 
more.) I pointed out the blessings that would 
obtain to all mankind should the message from 
Arcadia be channeled into every home. I’ve for¬ 
gotten exactly what these were, but I know I 
put forth some pretty good arguments. 

I was beginning to get a little discouraged on 
t’nis project when a wonderful thing happened 
—Monitor was invented. Since that historic day, 
Mr. Jose Hernandez has given us, each year, the 
Grand Prix of the Los Honglez Turf Club, Inc., 
of Los Honglez, California. 

Though abridgement of the rights of free¬ 
dom of speech and press has driven most race 
reports off the air waves, an interested sports- 
lover can get three events, each winter Satur¬ 
day afternoon, by the grace of Monitor. These 
are the features at Florida, Louisiana and Cali¬ 
fornia. 

This is something to be thankful for. 

There is still room for improvement, though. 
One Saturday morning, a little over a year ago, 
I read in the Morning Telegraph that NBC was 
going to televise Hialeah’s feature races over its 
national hook-up. I hastened home as fast as my 
threadbare little tires would carry me, stopping 
only to purchase a family-size bottle of sarsapa¬ 
rilla, and switched on the TV to Channel 11. 
No Royal Palm Handicap. 

Instead, I got "Sky King,” a week-to-week 
epic about a fellow with an airplane, a boy com- 
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panion who was always getting into trouble and 
a girl friend who was not quite old enough. 

Sensing that something was wrong, I called 
the television station. The night watchman, or 
whoever it was I talked to, said there was nothing 
he could do about it; the program director had 
gone home. Gone home, mind you, forgetting 
to let in the Royal Palm Handicap! 

In the hope of saving the fellow’s job for him, 
I put through a call to his place of residence. 

He was not at all grateful. ”We didn’t sched¬ 
ule it,” he said, as calmly as a movie queen 
would announce that she had decided to jettison 
her fourth husband and have a fresh try. 

When I learned that a Maryland-bred (First 
Served) had won the Royal Palm, I was fit to 
be tied. I sat right down and wrote a letter to 
the HEAD of the television station. Every word 
in that missive was carefully thought out; it 
was persuasive, saturated with logical argument 
and diplomatic right down to ‘and that’s what 
I think of you.” 

It must have hit the gent pretty hard, because 
he would not trust himself to answer it. 

Being the resourceful type of fisherman, when 
1 can’t get bass in Middle River, I go to the 
Gunpowder and when they don’t hit in the Gun¬ 
powder, I try the Bush, etc. 

So I started scouting around. Almost at once, 
1 uncovered the fact that Channel 4 in Washing¬ 
ton carried the Hialeah races. This is all right for 
those who live on hills but I dwell in a valley— 
behind a ridge upon which stand a movie house, 
two churches and a row of saloons. A video 
wave has to be a pretty good distance-runner to 
cover the route from Washington to Towson. 
and faltering ones are whipped when they come 
to that last hump. They never get over it. 

But that was last season. This year, as I said, 
things are looking up. Channel 11 has changed 
its epics. Now, at 4:30, on Saturday afternoons, 
it shows “Soldiers of Fortune.” But I never see 
if. I discovered Lancaster, and Channel 8. 

This year, I got the Royal Palm and saw King¬ 
maker run off from Iron Liege. It matters not 
that the little round neutrons, or protons, or 
whatever they are, run all over the screen like 
Bufferin trying to get into the blood. I can see 
palm trees, and a racetrack and something mov¬ 
ing on it. 

And the sound comes in perfectly.

Pimlico Stakes 

Four stakes races with an added-money value of 
SI55,000 will be run at the 12-day meeting at Pim¬ 
lico from May 5 through May 17, Executive Director 
Louis Pondfield announced recently. 

In addition to the 82nd running of the Preakness 
on May 17 as previously announced, they are the 
$25,000 Dixie Handicap on Saturday, May 10, the 
$20,000 Black Eyed Susan Stakes on Wednesday, 
May 14, and the $10,000 Mr. Fitz Handicap on Fri¬ 
day, May 16. 

The Dixie, which is the oldest stakes race at Pim¬ 
lico where it was first run in 1870, will be a grass 
event of 1^ miles for three-year-olds and up. The 
Black Eyed Susan, down for its 34th running, is the 
filly counterpart to the Preakness at a distance of 14 
miles. 

The Mr. Fitz Handicap, inaugurated three years 
ago as a tribute to James E. Fitzsimmons, dean of 
American horse trainers, is for three-year-olds and 
over, at 1 A miles. 

The short Pimlico season will be climaxed on 
May 17 by the $100,000 Preakness, middle jewel in 


the Triple Crown. Nominations for the Preakness 
close on February 15. Nominations for the other 
three stakes close on May 1. 

In addition to the four stakes, the $7,500 Balti¬ 
more Spring Handicap will be run as an overnight 
feature on opening day.
